AN ACT Relating to transportation appropriations; creating new1

sections; making appropriations; providing an effective date; and2

declaring an emergency.3

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:4

the several amounts hereinafter specified, or as much thereof as may be7

necessary to accomplish the purposes designated, are hereby8

appropriated from the several accounts and funds hereinafter named to9

the designated state agencies and offices for salaries, wages, and10

other expenses, for capital projects, and for other specified purposes,11

including the payment of any final judgments arising out of such12

activities, for the period ending June 30, 1997.13

NEW SECTION. Sec. 32. The department of transportation is18

authorized to transfer any balances available in the highway19

construction stabilization account to the motor vehicle account to fund20

the appropriations contained in this act.21

NEW SECTION. Sec. 33. The motor vehicle account revenues are22

received at a relatively even flow throughout the year. Expenditures23

may exceed the revenue during the accelerated summer and fall highway24

construction season, creating a negative cash balance during the heavy25

construction season. Negative cash balances also may result from the26

use of state funds to finance federal advance construction projects27

prior to conversion to federal funding.
